According  to  the  Student 
Union  Board  Structure: 

1 )  The  two  Board  officers 
shall  be  elected  by  the  retiring 


officers  and  coordinators  dur- 
ing the  spring  semester,  as- 
suming office  two  weeks  after 
elections. 

2)  Coordinators  of  each  of 
the  five  areas  shall  be  appoint- 
ed by  the  retiring  Board  and 
new  officers  within  four  weeks 
following  the  new  officers' 
election.  Coordinators  shall 
assume  office  two  weeks  after 
selection. 

3)  All  Board  members  shall 
serve  one-year  terms  and  may 
be  re-elected  or  re-appointed. 

4)  All  Board  members  must 
be  registered  students  of  Avila 
and  maintain  a grade  point 
average  of  2.5;  membership 
on  Board  committees  is  open 
to  all  members  of  the  campus 
community,  including  stu- 
dents, faculty,  staff,  adminis- 
tration and  support  staff. 

Providing  extra-curricular 
activities  through  the  areas  of 
Dance,  Social,  Special  Events 
and  Films,  the  Student  Union 
Board  is  able  to  present  to  the 
campus  quality  programs.  In 
all  of  their  programs  SUB  en- 
courages self-directed  activi- 


ty, giving  maximum  opportu- 
nity for  self-realization  and  for 
growth  in  individual  social 
competency  and  group  effec- 
tiveness. The  Student  Union 
Board's  goal  is  to  see  the  de- 
velopment of  persons  as  well 
as  intellects. 

Positions  are  available  for 
the  following: 

A BOARD  CHAIRPERSON- 
who  is  responsible  for  the 
overall  direction  and  coordi- 
nation of  Board  activities.  This 
person  shall  also  represent  the 
Board  in  communicating  with 
other  campus  organizations 
and  the  college  community. 

A BOARD  VICE-CHAIRPER- 
SON-who  is  responsible  for 
leadership  in  the  recruitment 
of  membership,  Board  public 
relations,  and  acting  as  chair- 
person in  the  absence  of  the 
Chair.  The  vice  chairperson  is 
also  responsible  for  keeping 
an  accurate  record  of  Board 
meetingsand  transactions, 
financial  records  of  expendi- 
tures and  income,  coordina- 
tion of  the  annual  budget,  and 
accurate  evaluations  of  pro- 


grams and  area  functions. 

A COORDINATOR  OF  PRO- 
MOTION-who  is  responsible 
for  creative  promotion  mater- 
ial for  all  SUB  events.  This  may 
include  public  relations  work, 
press  releases,  flyers,  posters 
and  keeping  up  the  bulletin 
board  and  display  cases.  An 
accurate  record  should  also 
be  kept  of  publication  and 
deadline  dates  of  SUB  events. 

FILMS  COORDINATOR- 
who  is  responsible  for  the  Fri- 
day night  film  series  as  well  as 
the  next  semester's  film  list. 

SOCIAL  COORDINATOR- 
who  is  responsible  for  plan- 
ning extra-curricular  activities 
such  as  roller  and  ice  skating, 
film  events  or  any  other  large 
group  activity. 

SPECIAL  EVENTS  COOR- 
DINATOR-who  is  responsible 
for  planning  such  events  as 
mini-concerts,  lecturesand 
the  Photography  contest. 

DANCE  COORDINATOR- 
who  is  responsible  for  Home- 
coming. Christmas  and  Spring 
Dances. 

All  coordinators  are  respon- 


sible for  the  implementation 
of  specific  programs  for  the 
benefit  of  the  entire  campus 
community.  Coordinators  may 
form  a committee  to  collect- 
ively plan,  promote  and  pro- 
duce programs  in  its  area  of 
concentration. 

In  order  for  extra-curricular 
programming  to  continue  on 
the  Avila  Campus,  more  stu- 
dents have  to  become  involved 
and  aware  of  the  organizations 
that  exist.  When  applying  for  a 
position  for  the  Student  Union 
Board,  you  may  want  to  keep 
the  following  questions  in 
mind.

Gandhi:  The  man  behind  the  movie

The  current  movie  release 
titled  "Gandhi"  portrays  the 
actions  that  one  man  took  to 
make  his  dream  become  a 
reality.  The  character  of  Gan- 
dhi is  played  by  Ben  Kingsley. 
The  movie  not  only  shows  us 
how  things  once  were  in  India 


but  also  shows  us  a way  we 
can  deal  with  our  problems 
today. 

Mahatma  Gandhi  (1869- 
1948)  is  known  as  the  father 
of  India.  His  first  name,  given 
to  him  by  the  Indian  people, 
means  "Great  Soul."  Gandhi 
studied  law  in  London.  After 


attaining  the  privilege  to  prac- 
tice law  from  the  British  bar  in 
1873,  he  went  to  South  Africa 
to  do  some  legal  work.  It  was 
here  that  he  first  saw  the  mis- 
treatment of  the  Indian  people 
by  the  British.  Gandhi  spent 
twenty-one  years  in  South 
Africa  promoting  economic 
and  social  reform  before  he 
returned  to  India  to  do  the 
same. 

What  proved  to  be  the  most 
interesting  aspect  of  his  re- 
form was  his  methodology.  He 
believed  in  nonviolence  and 
civil  disobedience  as  a means 
to  pursue  justice.  He  was  ar- 
rested many  times,  but  his 
attitudes  and  nonviolent  resis- 
tance served  to  prove  to  the 
British  how  truly  unjust  they 
were.  And  finally,  after  many 
years  of  struggle,  Gandhi  saw 
his  native  India  gain  her  inde- 
pendence from  Great  Britain 
in  1947. 

Gandhi’s  life  and  struggles 
for  freedom  are  accurately 
portrayed  in  the  movie  and 
serves  as  a model  for  us  all. 
This  is  a movie  that  is  well 
worth  the  time  and  money  to 
see.

The  USFL  has  begun  by 
building  a solid  foundation 
from  which  to  operate.  The 
league  is  composed  of  12 
teams  which  are  well  financed 
and  located  in  population  cen- 
ters such  as  Los  Angeles  and 
Philadelphia. 

The  teams  will  play  their 
games  in  NFL-size  stadiums 
and  will  receive  substantial 
national  media  coverage;  the 
ABC  television  network  has

contracted  to  carry  USFL 
games  nationally  on  Sunday 
afternoons. 

Perhaps  the  most  important 
factor  in  the  USFL's  future 
success  will  be  that  it  is  not 
competing  head  to  head  with 
the  NFL,  whose  season  ends 
before  the  USFL  begins  play. 
For  the  USFL  to  be  successful 
it  must  have  the  coaching  and 
the  talent;  here  too  it  has  es- 
tablished a solid  base. 

The  new  league  has  several 
proven  NFL  coaches  such  as 
Chuck  Fairbanks  and  George 
Allen,  and  as  far  as  the  talent 
is  concerned,  it  has  acquired 
many  superb  college  players, 
most  notably,  Herschel  Walker, 
the  1982  Heisman  Trophy  win- 
ner from  the  University  of 
Georgia. 


The  rules  of  play  are  like 
those  of  the  NFL  except  that 
there  is  a two-point  conver- 
sion option,  a one-inch  kick- 
ing tee  for  field  goal  and  extra 
point  attempts,  and  only  a 
fifteen-yard  penalty  for  unin- 
tentional defensive  pass  inter- 
ference. 

Even  though  the  USFL 
seems  to  have  many  aspects 
to  make  it  a success,  will  the 
American  sports  public  sup- 
port professional  football  in 
the  spring  and  the  summer? 
Will  people  root  for  teams 
such  as  the  Oakland  Invaders 
and  the  Chicago  Blitz?  It  will 
be  up  to  the  American  people 
to  decide  whether  the  USFL 
will  grow  and  flourish  or  if  it 
will  melt  in  the  heat  of  the 
summer  months.

Everyone  knows  that  Q-104 
plays  the  hits  and  Kansas  City 
has  sure  found  a hit  with  the 
addition  of  new  D.J  Dave 
Fogel  to  the  airwaves. 

Fogel,  who  is  one  of  the 
youngest  disc  jockeys  in 
town,  has  been  with  KBEQ-FM 
since  around  the  first  part  of 
December.
